Washington, Aug. 22. — A dispatch 
from Admiral Remey at Che Foo 
announces that the American 
troops .vere the first to enter the 
imperial city of Pekin and were at- 
tacking the forbidden city. The 
morning of the 19th the Sixth caval- 
ry and al out 400 English and 
Japanese dispersed about 1,000 
Boxers eight miles outBide of Tien 
Tsin. About 100 Chinese were 
killed and five Americans wounded. 
Gen. Chaffee's losses have been six 
killed and thirty wounded in two 
days fighting. The forbidden city 
is the inner enclosure of the imper- 
ial city of Pekin. 

The foreign envoys in Pekin, are 
proceeding to Tien-Tain. The 
sacred city was entered August 15,

Shanghai correspondent, "are now 
floating over the.Imperial Palace.

And His Case Goes Over Until 
October. 



Three of the Assassins Granted 
Bail For $3,000 Each— Motion 
For New Trial. 



Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 22.— The 
trial of Henry E. Youtsey, charged 
with the murder of Gov. Goebel.was 
to-day continued by Judge Cantrill 
until October 2, the beginning of the 
term of the Scott county Circuit 
Court, Cols L. J. Crawford and R. 
W. Nelson, the prisoner's counsel, 
presented the affidavit of Dr. W. H. 
Coffman. 111 which he swore that 
Youtsey was suffering from a se- 
vere case of typhoid-malarial fever 
and was not physically able to 
stand the strain of a trial. Com- 
monwealth's Attorney Franklin 
read the affidavit and said that he 
would not force the prisoner into a 
trial and asked that an order be 
entered continuing the case until 
the October term of the court. 

Three Other Cases Continued. 

Judge Cantrill allowed the order 
to be entered, and instructed the 
Sheriff to discharge the special 
venire. Then by an agreement be 
tween the attorneys of both sides 
the cases of Holland Whitaker, 
Capt. John Davis and "Tallow 
Dick" Comb* were also continued 
until in October. L'pon the motion 
of Mr. Franklin, Whitaker. Davis 
and Combs were granted bail in 
the sum of $3,000 each for their ap 
pearance in the Scott county circuit 
court October 2. 

Motion For a New Trial. 

Caleb Powers, through his attor- 
neys, tiled his application for a new 
trial this morning, and set forth 
twenty-one reasons w hy he believes 
he is entitled to a second hearing.

KILLED THE BRIDE. 



Americana Ma.«sacrc a Wedding 
Party In the Philippines. 

Thomas W, Jones, private in 
Troop G. 11th Cavalry. U.S. V., 
writing from Santa Cruz, Philip- 
piaeTalands, to his brother George 
Jones, in Washington, D. C, un- 
date of June 27, describes a 
isacre of Filipinos in which he 
took part on June 25 and which M 
lates as quite in the line of his 
dinary duties. He tells how 60 
:mber» of hie regiment were or- 
dered out to kill Lor capture a 
ous Filipino General, known to 
be living in the neighborhood. 
After some rough scouting, the 
General's house was located and 
the Americans crawled through 
the underbrush until they secured 
positions but a few yards distant. 
Then they discovered that they had 
unwittingly chanced upon a wed- 
ding. There was a large crowd 
present tojtake part in_the_festi vi- 
ties! Most ofthetiiT of course, Were 
women and children, but there 
were about 75 men present who 
were armed. The Americans were 
ordered to fire a volley from am- 
bush and then charge; which they 
did with terrible results. 

'The scene that resulted was 
horrible," writes Private Jones. 
■On the ground near the house lay 
the body of the bride, whose brains 
had been blown out. The groom, 
who had received a bullet in the 
stomach, was lying near by in a 
dying condition. Twelve of the 
Filipinos had been killed and about 
the same number wounded. An 
elderly Woman was shot through 
the leg and a little child had he 
arm shot off. "But" adds Privat 
Jones cheerfully, "we got the old 
General all right a'nd we burned 
the insurgent's quarters before we 
left." 

This is the kind ol imperial civil 
ization this Administration is pa 
ternally bringing to the Filipinos 
and probably Jones' letter is not an 
unfair description of the sort of w 
fare this great government is W 
ing against these far away isl;
